that he was * still here under 
the protection of friends. In the 
first place he did not have the money to leave 
the city with at the time of the killing of Offi- 
cer Printz, and in the second place it is more 
than probable that he regarded a good hiding 
place here as safer than walking through the 
country. His aim has no doubt been to keep 
secluded as much as possible 
and thus avoid the chances of detection.

Nevertheless the House, by a bare major- 
ity, passed the so-called Warner bill for the 
unlimited coinage of silver. 

When the bill came before the Senate it 
was referred to the Finance Committee, of 
which Mr. Bayard is chairman. 

Immediately the friends of the bill insist- 
ed that it must be reported at once. Mr. 
Bayard insisted that the great importance of 
the subject required a careful consideration 
of the bill; that it should not be reported 
till next December, when the regular ses- 
sion meets. 

The committee, upon a full consideration 
and by a full vote, so decided. 

The overzealous friends of the bill, how- 
ever, had to make fools of themselves. A 
resolution was offered in the Senate dis- 
charging the Finance Committee from the 
further consideration of the bill and re- 
quiring them to report the bill immediately. 


Of course, this was a_ reflection 
on Mr. Bayard and (the = major- 
ity of his committee. The Senate 


rejected the resolution. 

Now, sensible people might think that 
the matter must have here ended. But it 
did not. It only commenced. For, not 
content even with the failure both in the 
committee and the Senate, it was deter- 
mined to push the resolution for the dis- 
charge of the committee for the third time. 


It was determined by the _ indiscreet 
and inconsiderate friends of the 
bill to compel Mr. Bayard to 


resign his chairmanship, and have his place 
filled by a friend of the bill, on the ground 
that Mr. Bayard’s views were not in accord- 
ance with those of the majority of the Dem. 
ocratic Senators. 

But no sooner was this intimated than 
Mr. Bayard promptly resigned. And the 
very moment his opponents had accom- 
plished what they so much desired, they be- 
gan to recognize that they could not afford 
to raise the issue and offend the powerful 
sentiment represented by Mr. Bayard—that 
it would be dangerous to the party to ac- 
cept his resignation. 

So acommittee, with Mr. Thurman at its 
head, was appointed to confer with Mr. 
Bayard and fix up some compromise. Bat 
Mr. Bayard would not listen to any com- 
promise, would not yield an inch, not even 
the shadow of an inch for appearance’ 
sake. It was suggested that the best way 
to get out of the dilemma was for him to 
withdraw his resignation, to consent that 
the bill should be reported and placed on 
the calendar, with the distinct understanding 
that it would not be acted upon till Decem- 
ber.

Mission.

How the Ladies Carry Sunshine 
and Beauty Among the Poor. 


Every Wednesday morning the St. Louis 
Flower Mission sends out its supporters on 
an errand of mercy tothe hurt, the sick and 
the dying of the city. 

This morning a PosT-DISPATCH reporter 


called at the office of Dr. Irwin, where 
are the headquarters of the mis- 
sion, and found Mr. Jackson 


of Webster Groves, and Miss Menard, the 
treasurer of the society, busily at work at a 
long table crowned with cut flowers and beau- 
tiful wild spoil from the woods. Bouquets 
were being made as rapidly as 
possible, and in excellent taste, by 
the deft fingers of the fair 
treasurer, while her... conversation 
abundantly proved that her heart was in her 
work. 

Mr. Jackson was kind enough to give the re- 

sporter some figures about the mission’s work. 
In the first place the amount of flowers dis- 
tributed is something astonishing. From 
April 30 to June 20, 5,367 bouquets have been 
scattered through the different hospitals. 
THE CITY HOSPITAL, 

of course, has taken a larger number than any 
other institution, twenty-five hundred having 
gene toit alone. The Good Samaritan, St. 
Luke’s, the Eighth Street Mission, Female 
Hospital, the Episcopalian Orphans’ Home, 
the Newsboys’ Home, and the Girls’ Indus- 
trial Home have, with many other 
places, been fully supplied. The Girls’ 
Industrial Home is an institution for the 
blind, hence only the very sweetest smelling 
buds and blossoms are sent to it. 

Everybedy knows what the Flower Mission 
proposes to do. Few, however, think that 
there is really more in it thana certain amount 
of very pretty sentiment, which might take a 
more useful shape to benefit the poor and the 
humble. 

Any one who will take the trouble to exam- 
ine the matter closely will find that this is an 
exceedingly wrong sentiment, and to under- 
stand its essential ideas a glance at its work- 
ing may be very profitable. 

It is officered by Miss Jennie Glover as pres- 
ident, Mrs. Horace Stone,secretary, and Miss 
Menard, treasurer. Itis not intended that 
anything shail be bought by the 
mission. All their flowers and papers are given 
tothem, and some, particularly Mr. Chas. 
Connor, florist,of Webster, have seemed never 
to weary of giving. Another benefactor, Mrs. 
Nutting, of Carlinville, Iil., this mornixg sent 
in one hundred and fifteen bouquets by express. 
Other individusis in and out of the mission 
have aéso been most kind. 

IT IS NOT THF INTENTION 
to confine the work wholly to the hospitals. 
When any physician sends in the name ofa 
person who might be visited with profit tne 


visit is at once made, and the un- 
sectarian character of the calls, 
the evident purpose of bringing 


innocent sunshine and beauty into the bare 
tenements, makes the visitor ten times as wel- 
come. 

The room gradually filled with ladies, who 
were all busy as the blessed bees trying the 
effect of mignonette against alder blooms and 
comparing the hundred ether hueg of the piles 
of blossoms. Of course there -equld 
be no idle hands present; sO 
even the reporter was pressed into service and 
nade to wind cord, an operation which he 
performed so successfully that a committee of 
the ladies are possibly still trying to untangle 
it. 

The ladies have a gay time of it before the 
start is made, chatting, laughing, quoting 
Longfellow, and demeaning themselves hap- 
pily as persons whose faith shows in their 
deeds. 

The only wonder is that more of the fair 
damsels of St. Louis do not take advantage of 
the invitation extended to all who 
help. 

As soon as the first baskets were filled Mrs. 
Horace Stone, Miss Harriet Birge and Miss 
Root and the reporter carried them down 
stairs into a waiting carriage and drove rapid- 
ly to the City Hospital. 

People along the streets looked enviously at 
the load of bloom, and two or three times the 
ladies seemed almost tempted to stop and 
give some little ragamuflin enough 
flowers to make him deliriously happy all day. 
Time and flowers were both precious, and no 


stay was made. When the hospital was 
reached the party were met at the 
gate and assisted inside with 


their burdens, two large baskets loaded with 
bouquets, one filled with mint, sdmething 
which the patients seem to crave, and a 
fourth crammed with magazines, old and 
new, and papers. When these were opened 
and spread upon the table, Mrs. Stone and 
Miss Birge.

Mrs.Stone took a bundie of American Agri- 
culturists, with the avowed intention of be- 
stowing them upon gentlemen from the coun- 
try. Miss Birge took a miscellaneous assortment 
of reading matter, and Miss Root was to see 
to the distribution of the flowers, which were 
carried by Dr. Grindon and Mr. Bean. The 
scribe, being of a literary turn of mind, acted 
as transporter of the magazines, and 
he, being impressible, dished them out at 
such a rate that he was ignominiously deposed 
from his oflice and made to act as tender for 
the balance of the party. 

The first ward visited contained 
three or four women, one of 
them tossing back and forth on her bed 
in allthe anguish of a burning fever. She 
was groaning painfully and seemed altogether 
unconscious. When Mrs. Root laid a small 
nosegay by her face, the delicate 
springlike odor pacified her at once. She drew 
a long breath, and for an instant or two seem- 
ed almost at rest. The pain was too much for 
her, however, and she turned away. The 
other women were sitting listlessly 
about when their flowers came, 
and at once all was life with them; the pained 
faces were full of smiles, and hope and even 
beauty came into countenances that a moment 
before had only the hard look of the neglected 
and the wretched. | 

‘‘God bless the Mission! Is not her 
prayer alone, it is echoed in every bed of pain 
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nosegays; he acted 50 queerly over 
the _ first, which happened to be 
a nearly scentiess one, that Miss Birge huut- 


ed through all the flowers until she found one 


rich in perfume, which, when he _ re- 
ceived it, almost seemed to _ intoxicate 
the old man with delight.

A Question of Law—A Legacy of $400,-

A verv curious bitof romance comes to us 
ina gossiping letter from an ancient city in the 
west of England. It appears that an old 
tradesman of that place, who bad for some 
time been suffering from the effects of a para- 
lytic stroke, came to London a few months 
ago for the benefit of his health, and ina few 
months married the landlady of the 
house in which he lodged. He made 
a marriage settlement, and a will in favor of 
his new wife, altogether ignoring his 
children by a former marriage. In a 
few weeks the old man died, and there the 
matter would have ended but for the very ex- 
traordinary after circumstances. One of the 
executors of the will—a gentleman living in 
London—went down to the city for the pur- 
pose of attending to the trusts under the will, 
and 1m looking over the papers of the deceased 
discovered that several years ago the latter 
would have inherited property of the now 
estimated value of £80,000if there had not 
been a. ‘‘*muissing link’’—the marriage 
certifleate of his grandfather and grandmother 
—in his pedigree« No proof whatever of this 
marriage could be found, and so all expecta- 
tion of ever acquiring the property had van- 
ished from the mind of the deceased. The 
executor, having leisureon his hands and 
being interested in the affair, set about mak- 
ing ys and searches in the matter, the 


result being that last week the proofs of the 
marriage were discovered at a vil- 
lage church some few miles distant. 
The question now remains to be 


settled whether the ~~ goes to the wid- 
ow—the old man’s sole heir—or to the heir at 
law—his oldest son. Whether the widow’s 
claim is barred’by the statute of limitations or 
not is a question that will have to be settled by 
the Judges at Westminster. It would be a 
fitting climax to the story if this large prop- 
erty, by a single stroke of the pen by an old 
and feeble man, should be diverted from his 
children and his family into the hands of one 
who was a total stranger to him six months 
before his death.

How the Entertainment May be Gotte n up by 
Amateurs—The Simplicity of Hel- 
lerism. 


The death of Robert. Heller, who may be con- 
sidered the most facile and satisfactory work- 
er in second-sight mysteries, has given free 
rein to a number of explorers in the. science, 
with very astonishing results. A writer in 
The Leisure Hour has arrived at the conclus- 
fon that there jis no magic at all in what seem- 
ed to be a very wonderful and almost inex- 
plicable performance by Heller and his sister, 

“his explanation being such as will put it in 
the power of amateurs to become adepts in a 
very clever and entertaining method of decep- 
tion. The writer says: 

In public exhibitiens of this character the 
mystery is frequently heightened by having 
confederates among the audience with strange 
documents hidden away in pocket-books, 
which can, of course, be readily deciphered 
by the clairvoyant, and the interest is in- 
creased by carefully elaborated, but seeming- 
ly impromptu sallies of wit. The signals are 
conveyed by words, or combinations of words. 
The first difficulty is removed when 
we reflect that the audience is 
neither anxious nor prepared to 
put any very severe test to the performer, and 
that only such articles as are usually carried 
about the person need be arranged for. Two 
or three hundred. or fewer, signals would
